The. glads we offer are good ones,and 
when well grown and exhibited in full bloom have won first 
prizes. Some have won champion and grand champion prizes. 
Our soil is fertile loam that puts vitality into the bulbs 
so they can produce prizo winning spikes for you,if given 
proper treatment. Our stock was treated with Semesan before 
being planted in soil that had never produced glads. We 
have not boen bothered with thrips. - 


Cultural hints, care of flowers and bulbs, insect control 
ao kindred subjects will bo includod with your order. 


AMADOR will open five or six, modium red florets at ons 
time. The florets face ono way. Spikes are tall, straight 
and not too heavy. Color a little darkor than Dr.Bennoatt. 


AVE MARTA is our only medium light blue. Florets aro 
darker in the throat. Seven florets open. Good spike. 


BETSY BOB UP has 6Gream Colored Plorets with nink markings. 
Since it is a color sport of Betty Nuthall it has all of the 
growing habits of that varioty. 


BETTY NUTHALL-. Up to eight salmon pink florets on tall 
strong spikes. Some yollow and red markings must bo the 
reason some folks call it orange. Late bloomer. 


CHRISTABEL is a strong growing. light pink that noeds but 
a fow spikes to. make a bouquet. Sevon or cight largo florots 
cause the spikes to bond in tho rain. Cut it oarly. 


DEBONAIR. This one rivals Picardy in boauty. The spikes 
are tall, straight, strong and make even growth. Six or 
moro, light pink florets will opon at ono timo. Lato mid- 
goason blooming. Rapid incroaso. 


DREAM O'BEAUTY is woll named. Almost ovoryono likes this 
hugo roso-red. Spikes aro strong and always straight. Tho 
placomont is not always good, but florists tako all thoy 
can use and wo usually run short. With this ono in your gar- 
den, folks will not only look twice, but kcop on looking. 


DR.F.E.BENNETT. Tall, strong, straight spikos with six 
largo scarlet florots makos this a showy glad. Whito modian 
lines on most petals. A good show and commercial glad. 
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EARLY DAWN. Probably the largest of tho carly glads. Five 
or more large salmon pink florets on tall, strong spikes. 


GOLDEN CUP. Florets medium deop yellow with faint red 
lines. Fivo or six modium sizo florots on tall spikes that 
sometimes crook a littlo. Blooms in mid-season. 


LAVENDER DELIGHT. Straight, medium woight spikes that 
are not too tall. Medium sized florots of deep lavender with 
light throats. Karly mid-season. Incroases rapidly. 


LIGHTS OF GOLD. Gold in throat and pink towards the 
outer portion of petals. A very pleasing combination. Six 
or moro florots, well arranged on straight spikes. 


MAID OF ORLEANS. Six or seven large florets that are 
milk whites with croam throats. Spikos are tall and strong. 
A show glad as well as groat commercial. Early mid-season. 


MARY ELIZABETH. Another milk white, but this one has a 
yellow throat. Good longth spikes and lots of bloom open. 
A good show glad if givon cxtro care. Plant it early for 
best results as it blooms late. 


MILDRED LOUISE. Large, wide opon, salmon pink florets. 
Tall, straight, slendor spikes. Six or moro florets open. 
Given tho same amount of care, this one will take its share 
of winnings from Picardy. Mid-soason. 


MINUET. Tall, strong, hoavy spikos with six or more 
large lavendor florets open. Blooms in mid-soason. Raroly 
ever defeated on the show bench when well grown spikes aro 
shown. The best lavendor at low cost. 


MRS. LULU HUNT. Our first offcring of this oarly mid- 
season glad. Six or more salmon pink florets on straight 
slender spikes, Florots medium sizo,placomont good. 


PHYLLIS MC QUISTON. Six pure pink florcts on a straight 
strong spike makos this one a striking boauty. It is fino. 


PICARDY. The glad that florists and others rave about.[t 
holds the enviablo place of No.l glad. Seven or eight large 
salmon pink florets on tall, strong spikes if well grown.It 
requires plonty of moisture for best rosults. Mid-season. 


PRAIRIE GOLD. Deocpost yellow with carmine hair-lines on 
tips and reverso of all petals.Tall,strong, straight spikes. 


RECOVERY. Grand Champion of Illinois in 1939. Tall,straight 
strong spikos with,up to clovon,fivo inch florets open. Color 
is light red,sometimes flocked doopor with hint of roso. Mid 
season. Spikos about samo hoight all over the ficld. 


PRICES. Any varioty as follows. Prepaid to you providing 
your ordor amounts to $2.00.
